By  the  principles  for  which  we  stand  are  we 
judged  more  than  by  works,  for  works  or  acts  are 
the  effects  of  principles. 

Most  men  when  cursed  by  another  act  as  though 
God  would  do  it,  and  would  lick  the  other,  forget- 
ting that  those  who  curse  will  be  cursed  and  that 
God  will  deal  justly,  no  need  of  fear  except  curses 
be  due  you.

evil. 

If  we  speak  not  the  knowledge  that  God  gives, 
whose  door  will  ignorance  and  sin  be? 

We  see  very  little  direct  work  of  God  because 
there  is  very  little  faith  that  God  will  work  directly. 

No  gospel  or  truth  will  save  anyone  except  they 
comply  with  its  teaching. 

The  persons  perpetuating  distrust  between  man 
and  man  are  those  holding  deeds  to  property,  tak- 
ing out  patents  and  copyrights,  using  locks,  em- 
ploying guards,  detectives,  etc.,  supporting  govern- 
ments that  depend  on  armies,  navies,  guards,  etc., 
those  having  confidence  in  man  need  none  of  these. 

Those  building  lockups  for  others  will  be 
locked  up. 


Section  V. 

Let  us  stand  for  a free  earth  for  all. 

Our  present  system  is  making  helpless  paupers 


and  tyrannical  rich,  the  laborers  of  today  like  the 
black  slaves  who  produced  all  the  masters  had  get 
but  a scanty  living. 

Who  made  the  idle  rich  believe  they  have  a right 
to  live  at  the  top  of  the  heap  being  served  in  every 
respect,  returning  no  labor  for  their  comfort  and 
ease. 

All  owe  the  world  for  their  living  who  have  not 
earned  it. 

Possession  means  privilege,  and  those  possessing 
keep  others  off  or  make  them  pay  for  privilege. 

No  one  ought  to  be  compelled  to  work  to  a state 
of  exhaustion  in  this  age  of  invention  and  discovery; 
quick  and  easy  ways  of  production. 

One  man  and  two  boys  does  the  work  of  1100 
spinners. 

One  man  does  the  work  of  50  weavers. 

One  cotton  printer  does  the  work  of  1500. 

One  man  and  machine  makes  the  horseshoes  of 
500  men  formerly. 

One  nail  machine  takes  the  place  of  1100  men. 

One  man  with  machine  makes  the  pottery  of  1000 
men. 

One  man  for  2000  in  shipbuilding. 

These  have  a tendency  to  multiply  the  unem- 
ployed. 

Four  dairies  each  delivered  a pint  bottle  of  milk 
to  the  fourth  floor  of  a tenement  house;  fifty  grocers 
supply  the  people  of  a city  with  groceries  and  veg- 
etables when  one  management  could  do  it  and  give 
better  service  at  much  less  expense. 

Tornadoes,  floods,  droughts,  wrecks,  fires,  wars, 
etc.,  have  a tendency  to  relieve  the  unemployed; 
then  let  us  adopt  a system  of  cooperation  wherein 
all  shall  do  work  equivalent  to  their  support  under 
the  best  system,  thus  doing  away  with  the  curse 
of  labor  altogether. 
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A few  hours  work  a day  by  each  would  produce 
abundance  for  all,  would  no  more  than  give  the  re- 
quired amount  of  exercise  for  vigor  and  good  health. 

A high  standard  of  civilization  needs  no  govern- 
ment ; a directory  is  necessary  that  all  may  work 
cooperatively  receiving  great  benefits  thereby. 

Let  us  have  the  sense  of  dumb  brutes  and  rest 
before  exhaustion  if  possible. 

All  have  a God  given  right  to  the  earth  and  its 
wealth  and  it  is  a duty  to  each  to  expend  labor  equal 
to  their  expense  or  consumption. 

Section  VI. 

Many  Churches  get  up  various  attractions  to 
draw  a crowd  thus  showing  they  expect  no  enter- 
tainment by  God  and  Christ. 

Those  having  inherited  propensities  to  evil  and 
have  overcome  them  have  the  greater  credit. 

Those  women  and  girls  who  say  Good  Heavens ! 
Holy  Je!  etc.,  for  a common  exclamation  will  be 
humbled ; they  as  much  as  say,  see  how  great  I am ; 
I use  the  names  of  the  great  ones  when  and  in  the 
manner  I please. 

Those  advocating  such  dire  vengeance  against 
the  red  light  districts  and  the  white  slave  trade 
would  do  well  to  desist  from  practicing  the  thing 
that  causes  a demand  for  such. 

Pinch  or  even  jab  yourself  with  a pin  to  check 
the  improper  thoughts  and  desires  if  necessary. 

Many  call  on  God  and  Christ  to  save  them  but 
want  it  done  their  own  way,  save  yourselves  by  fol- 
lowing the  rules  of  God  and  Christ. 

Many  fine  brains  have  occupants  that  are  loath- 
some and  filthy  like  a fine  house  occupied  by  buz- 
zards that  send  out  a bad  odor  wherein  should  be 
music,  sweetness,  joy,  peace,  wisdom,  and  richness 
of  character. 
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We  can  not  build  a new  house  on  the  same  spot 
until  the  old  one  is  removed,  neither  can  we  build 
a new  character  until  the  old  one  is  removed. 

Many  speakers  make  many  apologies  and  ex- 
cuses to  induce  praise,  others  stamp  and  rage  as 
though  the  hearers  were  deaf  or  too  dumb  to  un- 
derstand. 

Men  and  women  cater  to  praise  and  flattery  and 
will  cheer  and  clap  at  others  and  receive  the  same. 

The  prevailing  idea  of  greatness  is  to  live  and 
have  everything  gorgeous,  and  order  servants  and 
others  about ; the  Son  of  God’s  greatness  was  in 
his  ability  to  endure  abuse  without  resentment. 

Many  enjoying  themselves  hugely  would  not  did 
they  know  the  final  result,  and  vice  versa. 

Many  are  running  to  and  fro  seeking  happiness 
who  could  have  it  here  and  now  if  they  would  relax 
and  drink  it  in. 

Take  time  to  live,  eat,  sleep,  rest,  think,  to  be 
happy,  to  drink  in  the  beauty  that  is  all  about,  earth, 
sea,  sky,  and  all  they  contain,  they  are  God’s  handy 
work. 

All  we  can  do  will  not  save  us — it  is  God’s  accep- 
tance of  us  that  saves  us.  But  who  are  acceptable 
to  God  but  those  seeking  and  striving  to  please. 

A Christian  knows  no  insult  or  injury  that  would 
cause  them  to  go  to  law  or  war.

Is  our  whole  life  constantly  humming  like  a 
swarm  of  bees  with  the  God  given  life?  Oh!  think 
on  God!  Live  the  truth.  Be  encompassed  by  God 
as  the  waters  enfold  the  fish  of  the  sea. 

Desires  we  all  have,  do  we  entertain  those  of  evil? 
Love  is  the  law  of  Eternal  life;  why  do  we  sin  and 
die. 

A pure  mind  has  no  dread. 
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Have  we  that  thankful  reverence  toward  God  and 
trust  in  God ; strive  every  moment  to  please  think 
on  the  things  that  are  true  and  pure  and  like  a bird 
full  of  praise  break  forth  in  song? 

Section  VII. 

Better  it  is  to  listen  for  the  smallest  voice  of  God 
and  obey  it  than  to  pray  and  tell  God  what  we  want 
done,  full  confidence  and  trust  calls  not  for  prayers. 

Prayers  shows  lack  somewhere ; would  we  think 
it  was  with  God? 

What  child  does  a parent  most  admire — the  one 
that  is  whining  or  begging  to  be  helped  and  car- 
ried, or  the  one  that  is  courageous,  cheerfully  over- 
coming its  difficulties  without  asking  for  help  or 
crying? 

Who  will  God  choose — those  always  praying  for 
forgiveness  and  help,  or  those  striving  and  over- 
coming their  weakness  and  evil  tendency?  Have 
too  much  respect  to  be  continually  nagging  at  God. 

Strive  to  be  so  faithful  God  will  call  on  us  instead 
of  us  on  God. 

When  we  hire  out  we  do  not  expect  pay  before 
we  work,  but  many  are  asking  blessings  (pay)  and 
even  forgiveness  for  debts  before  they  do  any  work 
or  forgive  others  the  conditional  work. 

God  is  just,  great  is  God’s  forgiveness  and  mercy 
if  ours  is  so, — none  at  all  if  we  have  none, — punish- 
ment if  we  punish  others. 

Are  we  able  to  see  the  low  and  sensuous,  hear  the 
vulgar  tales,  and  no  matter  where  or  how  high  the 
revelry  is  carried  keep  a correct  mental  poise,  so 
long  as  we  do  not  imbibe  we  are  not  partakers,  and 
! are  a great  example — a doctor  immune  to  loathing 
! diseases  watching  for  an  opportunity  to  help  those 
who  are  sick. 
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Many  beat  themselves  by  denying  the  existence 
of  God  and  presume  to  know  more  than  the  hosts 
testifying  to  the  same. 

By  faith  and  a hunger  for  truth  God  is  manifested 
as  great  a reality  as  material  things  are  to  the  phys- 
ical senses. 

Never  pose  as  authority  but  let  truth  stand  for 
itself. 

He  that  waits  patiently  on  the  one  that  owes  or 
has  wronged  him  hoping  he  will  make  good  because 
he  will  be  the  better  for  it  and  redeem  himself  is  a 
redeemer  and  frees  himself  of  condemnation. 

Many  will  suffer  much  even  to  death  rather  than 
receive  advice  and  instruction  from  one  they  con- 
sider their  inferior. 

Many  are  pleased  if  they  can  make  others  think 
they  are  more  than  what  they  are;  this  is  deception. 

Make  yourself  a favorite  with  God  by  bearing  pa- 
tiently all  impositions  and  abuses. 

Think  not  you  must  tell  of  your  good  works — 
you  can  not  hide  them,  no  more  the  evil  works. 

Section  VIII. 

Wisdom,  love,  charity,  mercy  are  beauty  builders, 
ignorance,  envy,  hatred,  jealousy,  lust,  selfishness 
make  hideous. 

Love  or  hate  may  blind  our  eyes  as  to  the  motive 
intention  or  character  of  another. 

Man  is  capable  of  manifesting  all  degrees  of  life 
from  the  dove  to  the  spider.  Animals  have  to  live 
a life  according  to  their  particular  form,  but  man 
can  choose  the  life  he  will  live,  hence  animals  have 
no  rewards  but  man  is  rewarded  according  to  his 
choice. 

Those  trusting  in  God  take  no  vows  or  oaths, 
nor  do  they  need  any ; vows  and  oaths  indicate  a 
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strong  stimulant  will  be  needed  and  calls  for  a curse 
if  false  to  the  vow  or  oath. 

The  U.  S.  Government  in  guaranteeing  to  all  free- 
dom in  religious  worship  as  much  as  says  God  is 
of  no  force. 

To  make  peace  by  force  of  arms  is  heaping  fuel 
on  fire  to  put  it  out,  the  more  joining  the  greater 
the  conflagration. 

Love  is  not  wanting  in  the  world  love  of  me  and 
mine  which  becomes  selfishness  when  applied  at  the 
expense  or  disregard  of  others. 

There  is  plenty  of  faith  and  trust  in  the  world  but 
most  of  it  is  placed  on  unsound  and  sinking  vessels. 

There  is  plenty  of  courage  and  force  in  the  world 
but  a great  part  of  it  is  worse  than  lost  through  war 
and  competing  for  the  world  and  its  goods. 

There  is  plenty  of  food,  clothes,  etc.,  for  all  in  the 
world  but  this  miserable  system  of  competition  and 
individual  ownership  deprive  many  of  these  blass- 
ings. 

Soon  the  world  and  its  wealth  will  be  used  for  the 
comfort  and  benefit  of  all. 

He  that  trusts  and  pays  another  to  guard  his  life 
and  effects  against  others  he  does  not  trust,  has 
committed  himself,  as  he  believes  it  will  be  to  him, 
and  has  set  at  naught  the  keeping  power  of  God, 
— many  have  no  fear  of  man  and  knowing  govern- 
ments, states,  and  municipalities  depend  on  them- 
selves for  protection  feel  they  are  not  responsible 
to  God,  and  law  breaking  will  prevail  as  long  as 
these  depend  on  themselves  for  protection. 

Be  careful  what  you  sanction,  sign  your  name  to 
or  accept  from  reading,  it  will  either  raise  or  lower 
your  character. 

It  is  in  man  to  find  fault,  to  place  the  blame,  the 
first  step  to  punishment  to  which  be  deaf  and  dumb. 

Make  yourself  not  responsible  for  the  world’s  acts 
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except  in  this  teach  the  truth  and  right  and  live  it. 

Surely  good  thoughts  and  works  count  in  our 
favor  or  else  evil  thoughts  and  works  would  not 
count  against  us. 

The  more  honor  we  expect  for  the  sweets  we  give 
the  more  disgrace  we  must  expect  for  the  bitter  we 
give. 

Don’t  think  because  the  whole  world  is  in  sin 
you  can  not  renovate,  the  greater  difficulty  under 
which  you  overcome  the  greater  the  reward. 

The  truth  will  make  you  free  or  put  you  in  bon- 
dage dare  you  seek  it. 

Do  we  expect  to  get  rid  of  a bad  habit  in  less  time 
than  we  have  practiced  it? 

All  the  misery  we  suffer  for  our  sins  will  come 
back  in  gladness  again  when  we  overcome  them. 

That  through  which  we  believe  we  receive  we  in 
a degree  do  receive,  hence  the  doggedness  of  idol 
worship. 

Section  IX. 

He  that  receives  benefit  from  Christ  must  have 
the  same  spirit  of  martyrdom  to  self  that  He  had. 

The  way  Christ  will  rule  the  world  is  by  truth, 
by  a free  consent  of  all  adopting  his  superior  teach- 
ings. 

Should  you  receive  light  you  will  realize  that  God 
is  all  and  that  you  are  of  God. 

Our  sins  ought  to  help  us  to  feel  we  have  no  right, 
the  way  a follower  must  feel. 

Many  conversions  are  not  to  love,  mercy,  meek- 
ness, but  to  dictation  and  domineering,  the  churches 
of  today  mostly  stand  for  the  latter  principle. 

Too  many  are  satisfied  to  be  baptized,  take  sacra- 
ment and  go  through  the  forms  who  know  not  the 
truth. 

Thoughts  like  running  water  have  a tendency  to

take  to  certain  channels,  this  is  getting-  into  a rut, 
make  the  mind  a blank  and  if  the  improper  thoughts 
come  rub  them  out  until  they  cease  to  bother,  the 
most  minds  are  too  full  and  can  not  take  anything 
better  until  emptied.  We  close  our  eyes  to  the  light 
and  to  us  there  is  no  light.  Many  minds  are  closed 
to  God  and  to  them  there  is  no  God,  belief,  faith  be- 
ing the  door  to  realization.  Oh  ! receive  wisdom  and 
know  you  are  always  in  the  presence  of  God,  lay  the 
mind  prone  supine  before  God  until  you  receive  it. 
God  enters  the  sensation  through  the  mind,  not  as 
heat  or  cold  through  the  physical  body. 

As  our  faith  so  shall  it  be  to  us  or  as  our  works 
so  will  we  again  expect. 

If  we  are  mean,  abusive,  resentful,  oppressive, 
deceptive,  etc.,  we  can  but  expect  the  same ; if  we 
are  good,  kind,  generous,  forgiving,  loving,  it  is 
easy  to  expect  the  same,  and  we  will  receive  ac- 
cordingly. 

The  mind  is  latent  or  inactive  in  sleep  and  often 
in  the  waking  hours  is  a blank,  but  there  is  a store 
of  energy  that  can  revive  the  mind  and  live  over 
again  the  acquired  knowledge  and  add  to  it  new, — 
the  senses  are  only  doors  to  the  mind  and  are  not 
except  the  mind  is  awake.  Memory  is  a mental 
vision  of  past  scenes,  philosophers,  inventors, 
dreamers  have  mental  visions,  many  of  the  past  and 
future  which  may  be  true  or  false,  and  is  accepted 
or  rejected  by  them  and  others  according  to  the 
previous  knowledge  acquired  or  their  credulity, 
these  visions  may  be  partly  or  altogether  false,  but 
accepted  as  truth  to  the  one  believing  it.  Faith  be- 
lief makes  truth  error  and  error  truth  to  us,  with 
good  reason  and  many  proofs  error  appears  to  be 
truth ; for  instance,  the  sun,  moon,  and  stars  appear 
to  rise  and  set  and  was  believed  so  to  do  until  quite 
recently. 
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By  faith  is  all  religious  doctrines  all  truth  and  er- 
ror, hence  the  great  variety  of  beliefs  with  or  with- 
out fact,  true  as  a man  thinketh  so  is  he. 

Who  is  me  a something  of  itself  or  a collection 
of  conditions  and  influences?  and  I am  me  in  thought 
realization  (which  is  faith)  or  I am  a part  of  the 
universe  as  I realize.  Thought  annihilates  time  and 
distance. 

The  nearer  perfect  the  physical  system  through 
which  the  mind  works  the  nearer  perfect  ought  the 
ideals  be. 

We  form  a belief  as  to  the  truth  or  falsity  of  al- 
most all  we  see,  read,  or  hear  of. 

Discoveries  in  the  sciences  are  sometimes  acci- 
dental, but  are  mostly  inspirations  which  are  veri- 
fied by  tests. 

Life  pours  into  our  being  directly  from  God  or 
indirectly  from  the  food  we  take  and  is  not  the  same 
life  over  and  over  again  but  is  a constant  stream. 

We  are  privileged  to  expend  this  good  thing  mind 
life  to  our  great  good  or  to  our  detriment  resulting 
finally  in  death. 

How  little  is  man!  Without  thought  awake  or 
asleep  man’s  heart  beats,  he  breathes,  his  food  is 
assimilated,  he  is  given  hunger  and  thirst  telling 
when  to  eat  and  drink,  and  an  appetite  telling  him 
in  a measure  what  to  eat  and  drink,  fatigue  to  know 
when  to  rest,  sensations  of  pain  that  he  may  shun 
injury,  intelligence  that  he  may  supply  his  wants. 

Section  X. 

The  will  depends  on  the  I,  the  me,  and  the  me 
depends  on  the  sentiments,  belief,  passion,  etc.  The 
will  is  often  dual  owing  to  the  conflicting  influences 
such  as  knowledge,  passion,  duty,  desire,  love,  hate, 
etc. 

The  vanity  and  pride  our  parents  unwrittingly  in- 
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stilled  into  most  of  us  must  be  burned  out  before 
we  are  fit  for  servants  of  God. 

But  few  called  of  Goc'  prove  themselves  worthy. 

We  must  stop  being  wrong  and  be  right  and  stop' 
doing  wrong  and  do  right  to  be  acceptable  to  God. 

It  is  hardly  to  be  expected  that  God  will  impose 
the  truth  on  those  who  do  nqt  xvarvt.it  or. expect  it 

If  you  have  the  light  of  Heaven  make  it  known 
to  others  by  wrord,  thought,  or  deed ; it  will  bring 
them  to  judgment  for  light  brings  responsibility, 
and  it  wrill  exercise  and  strengthen  you. 

It  is  not  always  the  quantity  or  quality  of  our 
sins  that  give  us  most  trouble  but  the  dogged  deter- 
mination to  hold  to  them. 

Words  will  not  express  to  another  what  they  have 
never  seen  or  experienced  except  partially  by  com- 
parison. 

The  Kingdom  of  Heaven  must  come  to  each  and 
every  one  by  experience — realization  and  not  by 
observation. 

Be  but  little  concerned  as  to  the  results  to  self 
| in  obeying  God. 

If  wre  are  right  w^e  will  aid,  not  compel,  others  to 
overcome  the  faults  we  see  in  them. 

Make  yourself  a helpless,  inoffensive,  nonresist- 
ing creature  looking  only  to  God. 

The  Lord  allows  misery,  sickness  and  death  that 
man  may  seek  the  causes  and  prevent  them. 

The  Lord  will  eventually  bring  on  us  whatsoever 
we  have  desired  on  or  put  on  others  except  we  have 
repented  and  made  right. 

There  are  many  colors,  odors,  flavors  and  feel- 
ings— and  probably  there  is  as  great  a difference  in 
sensations  of  pain,  pleasure,  hearing,  seeing,  etc., 
as  there  is  difference  in  organization ; appearance  is 
the  reflection  of  the  inner  life  and  we  may  under- 
. stand  that  reflection  if  wre  have  had  the  experience. 
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We  keep  out  of  Heaven  by  profanity,  pride,  van- 
,ity,  being, ^stealing,  deceiving,  hating,  envying,  cov- 
» ^'koksrteSs,:  (5.ppre.?sfv;e'uesB;  : anger,  resentment,  the 
' ‘habitual  tise  6f  liquors;* opiates  and  drugs,  sexual 
abusers, .pyer  or  improper  eating,  overwork  or  study. 
, ; .“.We  ‘Vet  irtto’He’ayqn'pf'tmt  of  darkness  and  mis- 
• ery/which*is  Hell,*  by 'abstaining  from  the  above,  re- 
specting God  and  man,  loving  others  for  what  they 
ought  to  be  or  may  become,  trusting  God  for  all, 
have  but  one  wife,  if  any,  have  sexual  intercourse 
at  the  proper  time  and  for  conception  only.  Pray 
not  for  forgiveness,  be  glad  to  suffer  for  miscon- 
duct, do  service  to  the  world  equivalent  to  your  ex- 
pense. Never  try  to  get  even  with  the  one  that 
beats  or  swindles  you,  nor  resist  abuse.  Avoid  see- 
ing, hearing,  reading,  or  thinking  on  fights,  drun- 
kenness, quarreling,  sensuousness,  lewdness  and  all 
abnormal  and  debasing  things,  but  turn  to  the  good, 
beautiful,  true,  kind,  loving,  etc. 

Take  hope  all  you  debased  and  degraded  if  I have 
been  able  to  overcome  and  gain  favor  with  God ; 
there  is  none  so  low  they  may  not  do  likewise. 

No  matter  how  befouled  water  is,  when  the  filth 
is  all  removed  the  water  is  pure,  so  with  the  char- 
acter— when  all  filthiness  is  removed  the  person  is 
pure. 


Section  XI. — The  Bible. 

We  must  get  a prospectus  or  outline  view  of  the 
Bible  to  properly  understand  it.  There  is  two  ex- 
treme views — one  is  that  it  is  all  the  word  of  God, 
the  other  that  none  of  it  is  the  word  of  God,  while 
in  all  probability  a little  of  it  is  the  word  of  God 
— more  of  it  written  by  inspired  men,  much  of  it  by 
scribes  as  history.  God  seems  to  have  built  on  the 
tradition  and  child-like  beliefs  of  the  people. 
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The  Bible  creation  of  the  world  must  have  been 
from  tradition  or  as  the  writer  saw  and  understood 
nature,  attributing  it  to  God. 

As  a little  girl  makes  her  doll  talk  he  made  God 
to  say  let  there  be  light,  etc.  Abie’s  blood  cried 
from  the  ground.  The  ass  spake  to  Balaam  by  its 
actions.  The  thoughts  of  Eve  was  the  serpent 
speaking. 

The  thought  of  Christ  to  make  bread  of  stones, 
and  cast  himself  down  from  the  tower,  etc.,  was 
Satan  speaking. 

Astronomy  and  geology  shows  the  earth  to  have 
never  had  a special  creation  and  that  the  creation 
is  still  going  on  the  same  as  in  any  former  age,  and 
doubtless  will  continue  to  go  on  in  the  ages  to 
come, — the  word  creation  would  be  better  under- 
stood by  change  or  construction. 

Large  telescopes  show  120,000  nebulas  and  100,- 
000,000  stars  (suns)  many  of  which  have  been  ages 
coming  to  their  present  state  and  doubtless  will  be- 
come systems  similar  to  our  solar  system. 

The  days  of  creation  could  neither  have  been  a 
day  of  24  hours  or  of  long  periods  of  time  as  some 
claim,  for  at  one  time  our  planets  must  have  been 
a part  of  the  sun  for  all  revolve  around  the  sun  in 
the  same  direction  the  sun  turns  on  its  axis,  and 
necessarily  came  after  the  sun  which  makes  it  im- 
possible for  the  sun  to  have  come  on  the  fourth 
day  or  period.  By  the  spectroscope  the  same  ele- 
ments are  shown  to  exist  in  the  sun  the  earth  is 
composed  of. 

Heavenly  bodies  are  spherical  showing  them  to 
have  been  gaseous  or  at  least  liquid  masses  for  all 
pliable  substances  form  into  spheres  in  space  (see 
rain  drops,  for  instance).  While  the  earth  was  yet 
a molten  mass  the  carbon  now  composing  the  coal 
beds,  all  the  water  and  many  other  substances  was 
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suspended  in  the  form  of  gas  or  vapor  above  the 
earth’s  surface,  therefore  the  first  moisture  reaching 
the  earth  must  have  been  from  above  in  the  form  of 
rain.  The  writer  probably  was  in  a fog  when  he 
spoke  of  the  ascending  mist  which  would  do  the  op- 
posite to  watering  the  ground.  He  thought  the 
firmament  a solid  and  thought  it  held  the  waters 
(clouds)  up  above  the  firmament  and  divided  these 
from  the  ocean  or  waters  beneath. 

The  flood,  if  at  all,  must  have  been  local,  for  to 
have  submerged  the  highest  mountains  the  world 
over  would  have  required  the  special  creation  of 
water  sufficient  to  cover  the  whole  earth  to  a depth 
of  more  than  five  miles.  The  fountains  of  the  deep 
and  the  windows  of  heaven  making  more  water  by 
being  opened  is  a notion. 

Again  we  get  the  inference  there  had  been  no 
rainbow  before  the  flood.  Not  understanding  the 
phenomena  of  rainbows  the  writer  accounted  for 
them  by  a special  work  of  God,  as  he  does  for  the 
various  languages,  at  Babel. 

We  often  hear  when  in  great  suspense  said  of  a 
few  minutes  it  seemed  a day.  By  some  of  Joshua’s 
followers  making  this  remark  is  probably  the  way 
the  story  started  of  his  stopping  the  sun  for  a whole 
day.  He  should  have  said  stopped  the  earth  from 
making  one  revolution. 

As  the  earth  gradually  cooled  it  formed  a grad- 
ually thickening  crust  which  shrank  less  than  the 
interior  molten  mass,  wrinkled  and  folded  in  ad- 
justing itself,  hence  the  mountains.  Our  earth- 
quakes of  today  are  the  result  of  too  great  a strain 
of  the  crust  which  is  now  many  miles  in  thickness. 
While  the  crust  was  yet  hot  (the  oceans  boiling) 
evaporization  was  great,  consequently  much  rain 
and  erosion. 

In  time  conditions  became  fit  for  vegetation  which 
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grew  abundantly,  this  falling  in  vast  fields,  and  that 
part  sinking  beneath  sea  level  was  covered  hun- 
dreds or  thousands  of  feet  by  the  eroded  material 
of  the  higher  ground.  Rock  salt  beds  are  from  in- 
land seas  or  lakes  drying  up  and  the  salt  being  cov- 
ered similar  to  the  coal  beds. 

All  stratified  rocks  and  earth  have  been  laid  by 
water  or  wind,  proven  by  the  imprints  of  leaves, 
trails  and  foot  prints  of  living  creatures,  and  the 
great  abundance  of  the  fossil  remains  of  which  some 
of  the  rocks  are  mostly  composed,  showing  the 
world,  the  oceans  especially  to  have  been  but  a great 
burying  ground,  their  remains  were  covered  by  the 
eroded  debris,  by  the  winds,  rivers,  and  tides.  The 
same  eroding  and  building  processes  are  still  going 
on.  The  lower  forms  of  life  being  in  the  lower 
stratification  shows  they  came  first  and  as  atmos- 
pheric and  other  conditions  became  fit  higher  forms 
came.  Man  from  many  proofs  has  existed  on  the 
earth  much  more  than  6000  years. 

All  the  discussion  whether  man  came  up  step  by 
step  through  the  lower  animals  or  was  created  sud- 
denly is  useless  as  either  or  both  is  probable  and 
altogether  possible. 


Section  XII. 

Much  of  the  scripture  appears  highly  colored  or 
exaggerated  (examples).  The  fire  and  brimstone 
the  Lord  rained  from  heaven  on  Sodom  and  Gomor- 
row  was  doubtless  the  fire  and  gases  of  an  erup- 
tive volcano  similar  to  that  from  Vesuvius  on  Pom- 
peii or  from  Mt.  Pelee  on  St.  Pier  Martinique. 

Balaam’s  prophesy  to  Balak  of  the  Children  of 
Israel  was  all  goodness  and  greatness,  The  shout 
of  a king  is  among  them,  how  goodly  are  the  tents 
of  Jacob,  they  are  as  cedars  by  the  waters,  etc.  But 
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their  history  shows  them  to  have  been  a wayward, 
stiff-necked,  rebelious  people,  always  in  trouble, 
their  wanting  a king  was  a sin,  so  we  see  they  were 
only  good  in  comparison  with  other  nations.  Ca- 
naan, the  promised  land  of  milk  and  honey,  was 
no  better  than  Egypt,  in  fact  they  went  from 
Canaan  to  Egypt  to  keep  from  starving.  The  wind 
that  came  from  the  Lord  and  brought  quails  from 
the  sea  and  let  them  fall  two  cubits  high  (Num. 
11,  31-32)  simply  is,  in  flying  across  the  sea  with 
the  wind  became  very  tired  and  were  easily  caught. 

The  Philistines  ploughed  with  Samson’s  heifer — 
that  is,  persuaded  his  wife  to  tell. 

The  wolf  and  lamb  feed  together,  The  leopard 
shall  lie  down  with  the  kid,  The  lion  like  the  ox 
shall  eat  straw,  The  earth  shall  not  bring  forth  this- 
tles and  thorns,  Every  valley  shall  be  exalted  and 
every  mountain  and  hill  shall  be  made  low,  the 
crooked  shall  be  made  straight,  the  rough  places 
plain — means  that  selfishness  and  oppression  will 
cease  and  all  will  become  meek. 

The  salt  spray  blowing  on  the  body  of  Lot’s  wife 
from  the  dead  sea  is  probably  the  way  she  was 
turned  to  a pillar  of  salt. 

Simeon  said  to  the  mother  of  Jesus  a sword  shall 
pierce  your  soul,  meaning  the  horror  she  should  see 
at  the  cross. 

Peter  in  expressing  the  miserable  end  of  Judas 
says  he  fell  headlong  and  burst  and  all  his  bowels 
gushed  out. 

Many  think  to  this  day  the  heart  is  the  seat  of 
the  mind  because  the  Bible  says  so. 

We  should  know  profane  history  and  the  times 
of  the  writing  of  the  scripture  to  render  a fair  in- 
terpretation of  it. 

We  use  many  terms  that  are  plain  to  us  that 
might  not  be  in  other  ages,  for  instance : Uncle  Sam, 
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U.  S.  Gov. ; Elephant,  Republican  party ; Donkey, 
Democratic  party;  Bull  Moose,  Progressive  party; 
Land-slide,  great  change  in  opinion ; saw  many  a 
man  go  over  the  bridge,  killed  in  various  ways;  all 
shot  to  pieces,  physically  broken;  small  potatoes, 
great  guns,  etc. 

Again  through  transcribing,  translating,  and  pos- 
sibly doctoring  mistakes  may  have  crept  in. 

We  do  not  demand  that  profane  history  shall  all 
be  true  or  we  reject  it  all;  why  should  we  the  scrip- 
tures? 

Section  XIII. 

Many  of  the  laws  to  the  children  of  Israel  are  a 
sign  of  future  events  or  conditions  as  well  as  their 
justification  covering  a period  of  more  than  7000 
years. 

As  the  blood  sacrifices  point  to  the  crucifixion, 
the  Sabbath  and  the  sabatical  year  of  release  points 
to  the  1000  year  sabbath,  the  six  working  days  sym- 
bolizing the  6000  years  of  sin  which  is  now  closing. 

The  year  of  jubilee  which  comes  at  the  end  of  a 
week  of  sabatical  years  or  every  50th  year  (which 
would  have  properly  come  every  eighth  year  had  it 
not  made  too  great  a burden  by  the  land  resting 
two  years  in  eight),  points  to  the  time  after  the 
milennium  in  which  all  sorrow  and  death  itself  will 
be  banished  (Rev.  21,  1-5).  We  infer  by  this  there 
will  be  some  sorrow  and  dieing  during  the  1000  year 
sabbath. 

The  people  are  referred  to  in  many  places  as  the 
world,  sea,  mountains,  rocks,  trees,  grass,  rivers, 
animals,  birds,  reptiles,  sun,  moon,  stars,  etc.  So  it 
may  be  seen  the  people  are  the  world  created  and 
the  6000  years  are  the  days  of  creation.  The  world 
that  is  now  to  be  destroyed  by  fire  (the  truth)  is  the 
wickedness  in  the  people. 
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That  to  which  the  people  look  and  depend  on 
(governments,  churches,  money,  etc.)  are  the  heav- 
ens and  earth  that  shall  pass  away  with  a great 
noise  and  are  burned  up  (II  P.  3,  10),  and  the  ferv- 
ent heat  that  melts  the  elements  is  wars,  rioting, 
pestilence,  famine,  etc.,  and  the  truth  which  is  like 
flaming  fire  consumes  them.  But  we  look  for  a new 
heaven  and  earth  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness, 
(as  much  as  to  say  this  heaven  and  earth  is  tem- 
poral), that  is,  an  equitable  condition  on  the  earth. 
Give  ear,  O ye  heavens ; and  I will  speak : and  hear 
O earth : the  words  of  my  mouth. 

This  is  the  heaven  Christ  said  should  pass  but  his 
words  should  not  pass. 

Probably  no  word  in  the  whole  Bible  has  been 
so  misunderstood  as  the  word  fire. 

A few  examples:  I will  make  my  words  in  thy 
mouth  fire  and  this  people  wood  and  it  shall  devour 
them.  I am  come  to  send  fire  on  the  earth,  the  fire 
shall  try  every  man’s  works.  The  tongue  of  truth 
is  a fire,  and  of  evil  also.  Do  good  for  evil  and  heap 
coals  of  fire  on  their  heads.  None  of  these  are  lit 
eral  fire.  The  origin  of  the  term  firey  pit,  bottom- 
less pit,  etc.,  doubtless  came  from  seeing  a volcanic 
crater. 

The  goats  go  to  the  left  into  everlasting  fire  (that 
is  the  fire  of  truth)  which  is  always  there  to  expose 
error  as  long  as  it  exists.  The  wicked  are  burned 
up  and  utterly  destroyed  (that  is  the  sins  burned 
out),  so  the  punishment  could  not  last  forever. 
Everlasting  life  and  everlasting  death  both  exist 
continuously  and  the  one  we  are  in  we  have. 

The  punishment  of  God  is  like  that  of  a parent 
to  bring  obedience ; this  is  not  forgiveness  but  puts 
the  punished  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  forgiven. 

The  righteous  are  dead  to  sin  and  the  unrighteous 
are  dead  to  life,  as  (let  the  dead  bury  their  dead)

so  we  may  be  dead  to  either  and  still  live.  In  this 
present  time  the  wicked  must  die  to  sin,  or  die  a 
physical  death  for  the  world  is  to  be  cleared  of  sin- 
ners. 

In  the  second  reserection  they  must  die  to  sin, 
which  plainly  is  being  compelled  to  accept  life. 

Section  XIV. 

Many  tell  of  the  great  love  of  God  then  turn 
around  and  preach  people  into  a literal  fire  to  burn 
forever,  thus  making  God  a monstrous  tyrant,  per- 
haps their  minds  are  so  vindictive  they  see  it  that 
way.  The  Bible  seems  planned  so  every  one  can 
find  what  they  are  looking  for.  Woe  to  many  if 
they  are  dealt  with  according  to  what  they  pro- 
nounce on  others. 

The  meek  shall  inherit  the  earth.  The  earth  shall 
be  covered  with  righteousness  as  the  waters  cov- 
er the  sea.  Thy  Kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done 
in  earth  as  it  is  in  Heaven.  The  stone  that  smote 
the  image  filled  the  whole  earth  (Dan.  2,  35),  and 
other  passages  assures  us  that  here  on  earth  is 
where  we  and  righteousness  shall  exist. 

Paul  was  caught  up  into  the  third  heaven  but 
went  not  up  at  all.  Christ  says  I came  down  from 
Heaven,  I am  from  above,  you  are  from  beneath,  so 
getting  the  light  of  truth  means  ascending  into  or 
coming  down  from  Heaven. 

Section  XV. 

The  scarlet  colored  beast  (Rev.  17,  3)  having 
seven  heads  and  ten  horns  is  the  world  powers  and 
domineering  church.  The  woman  that  sat  on  the 
beast  and  the  Great  City  Babylon  are  the  same  and 
are  money  that  sat  on  all  the  rest  for  which  nearly 
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all  strife  and  misery  has  been,  and  now  is,  but  short- 
ly will  all  be  changed. 

Already  the  fires  of  destruction  are  kindled  by 
the  great  anxiety,  unrest,  socialists,  anarchists, 
strikes,  etc.  With  violence  shall  Babylon  be  thrown 
down  (18,  21),  so  we  must  look  for  a violent  rev- 
olution. The  blood  that  flowed  200  miles  to  the 
horses  bridles  symbolizes  the  greatness  of  the 
slaughter. 

The  present  war  in  Europe  is  but  a preparation. 
After  the  overthrow  of  money  and  the  profit  system 
the  world  and  its  goods  will  be  used  for  the  benefit 
of  all. 

Through  a system  of  cooperation  no  money  will 
be  needed  or  used  (18,  22,  23).  The  bankers  and 
wealthy  are  the  great  men  of  the  earth.  Read  Chps. 
17  and  18. 

Again  ye  rich  men  weep  and  howl  for  your  mis- 
eries that  shall  come  upon  you,  etc.  (James  5,  1-7.) 

The  New  Jerusalem  John  saw  coming  down  from 
God  out  of  Heaven  is  the  greater  light  and  im- 
proved conditions  on  the  earth  among  men.
